2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) a 
method for adjusting correction factor of a plunger lift pipette where the travel of the 
plunger is adjusted in respect to the display, so that the process is calibrated (see 
abstract, claims). 



3 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 4 

3.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 14 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D2 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) a 
automatic automated electrically operated pipette based on piston (50) with a a 
pipette tip (22), a processor (220) and display (260). 

4 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-13, 1 5-26 

Dependent claims 2-13, 15-26 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

5 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 1 -26 
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The applicant is informed, that D3 might became relevant in regional or nation phase. 
The relevance of D3 will also dependent on whether or not the priority claim is valid 
or not, whereas it seems that the priority is not valid. 
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
